The vessel is then taken out of 
the hath and placed on a tab le, when 
vapors soon b egin to condense on tin 
. saucer, clouds form and tiny regular 
: drops fall down in vertical lines into 
; the alcohol. T he drops have an average 
diam eter of forty or fifty m illionths of 
a m illim eter, b ut vary in size, the rain 
continuing for halt an hour. The upper 
part soon clears, and the condensation 
takes place 
some distance b elow the 
saueer. As one side of the cy linder w ill 
not rarely b e a little colder tha n the 
other, ascending currents can often tie 
noticed on the one side, descending on 
the other. 
If the w arm part is cooled, 
the currents change direction.

Here is Mrs. Minnie Ma ddern Fiske’s 
speech a t the Actors’ fund benefit- per­ 
forma nce in New York the other a fter­ 
noon. 
It is reprinted for the benefit of 
the ma ny clubwomen, who, it is hoped, 
w ill peruse it with profit: 
“ 1 ha d prepa red a n a ddress for the 
occa sion a nd ha d looked forwa rd with 
pride a mi plea sure to the opportunity . 
J ust now, however, when I a rrived a t 
the thea ter 1 wa s confronted by a mes­ 
senger who ha nded me this piece of pa ­ 
per.

Though 
only 5 of the 14 members a ppointed on 
the committee were believed to be in fa ­ 
vor of the university ’s gra nting degrees 
to women, the rejtort is una nimous on 
the ma in point, the only difference of 
opinion being a s to tlie form of degree 
to be bestowed. 
The sy ndica te a dmits tha t women 
study ing a t Ca mbridge la bor under dis­ 
a bilities tha t should l>e removed; it a d­ 
mits tha t the inconveniences of coedu­ 
ca tion a re not serious, a s it is ca rried 
on a t present, a nd it ta kes the ground 
tha t Ca mbridge should a ct a t once re­ 
ga rdless of wha t Oxford ma y do. 
Nine 
of the 14 members, including the vice 
cha ncellor of the university , propose 
tha t titula r degrees of ba chelor of a rts, 
ma ster of a rts a nd doctor of science a nd 
litera ture be given to women on pa ssing 
the sa me exa mina tions tha t men pa ss. 
This would confer on them a ll tint my s­ 
terious rights conferred by these de­ 
grees sa ve those of membership of the 
university a nd of sha ring in its govern­ 
ment. It would give them the substa nce 
tha t they a sk for, the sta mp of the uni­ 
versity on the work they ha ve done, 
a nd wha t commercia l a dva nta ges a t­ 
ta ch to a university degree. 
The minority would substitute a fa n­ 
cy degree like mistress of letters or of 
science for the degrees hitherto confer­ 
red only upon men. 
But if a grees tha t 
degrees of some kind should be gra nted 
to women. 
The sy ndica te's report, must still be 
a cted uiion by the sena te— tha t is, the 
body of th» * gra dua tes— a nd possibly 
ma y be rejected by tha t body. The sub­ 
sta ntia lly una nimous conclusion rea ched 
by a committee ma ny of whose mem­ 
bers when a ppointed were known t<> be 
opposed to a ny concessions to women 
must ca rry weight. 
It is evident tha t 
the “ sweet girl gra dua te” w ill so o n be 
a rea lity a t the English Ca mbridge.— 
New York Hun.
